And, if the Christmas gift 
takes the form of a new room or a newly refurbished room, 
it can be the scene of your celebration. The following eleven 
pages were designed to provide ideas to guide your own 
thinking about what sort of present your home needs. There 
is a dining room formed by enclosing a flagstone terrace, 
a handsome den which was once a little-used garage, a bed- 
room given new life with the addition of new floor and fabric, 
not to mention a whole wing which was added to one house. 
Leading off is the remodeled attic of Herbert and Caroline 
Gelbspan, of Great Neck, New York, who wisely bought a 
home with a large, unfinished second story. When their ranks 
swelled to include three children, the Gelbspans moved up- 
stairs. Caroline says that while their house now has twice 


as much space as before. it really seems three times as large! 
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Vast potential living space was merely a repository for castoffs until a growing 
family literally foreed Herbert and Caroline Gelbspan to move upstairs. Attic 
had been insulated with Red Top mineral wool blankets; rough subflooring was 
in place. Once a floor plan was drawn, only interior partitioning and surface 
treatment were needed. Plan included more than ample storage space: one 
entire wall of master bedroom (above) consists of closets with sliding doors 
illuminated with swivel fixtures (Lightolier) strategically located on ceiling 


Hired hands were called on for the structural work and walls 
throughout were faced wiih Sheetrock gypsum wallboard 
The ceilings were surfaced in squares of Twin-Tile decorative 
insulation. Carpet and underlay were put down professionally 
installed over Duron hardboard with which the original rough 
plank floor was covered. Not a scrap of carpet was wasted; 
leftover pieces were used to cover the closet floors, The young 
couple did the remainder of the interior decoration themselves. 
Herb painted the walls and Caroline made the draperies and 
bedcovers. Success of the finished product is attested in part 
by the fact that Marjorie’s new room (right) has become a 
rendezvous for the young ladies of the whole neighborhood 
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Use of same wall-to-wall carpet throughout the entire second floor is, Caroline 
Gelbspan feels, responsible for the sense of space which impresses all visitors to 


their home. Carpeted hall, in background, joins two ro« gives each independent 





access to the bathroom (through louvered door). In the master bedroom and at right 
(unseen) is an alcove which was fitted out as a cozy dressing nook. Attractive furni 
ture grouping along doorway wall was formed by arranging a small writing desk 
with two three-drawer chests.

As is often the case in attics, double-hung windows were 
located well above floor. To increase apparent height, café 
curtains were hung to a brass rod just above sill. Patterned 
draperies which tie back during the day are on a traverse 
rod, can be drawn at night for added coziness and privacy

Carpet and carpet lining were installed without 
using tacks, by the Smoothedge carpet gripper 
method. Instead of nailing carpet to the floor, it is 
held smooth and firm from underneath by a ply 
wood gripper strip penetrated with strong steel 
pins.

The galleryful 
of products is chosen by a jury which is guided by the 
most critical standards of design, based upon rigid pre- 
cepts of history and the weight of comparison, The philos 
ophy behind Design for Christmas is summed up in this 
way by Institute Director James S. Plaut. In recent years 
the public has developed an insatiable thirst for good de- 
sign. More people than ever before have become conscious 
of the positive values of design—its usefulness, economy 
and appeal to the senses. Coupled with this fact is the 
realization that a specialized organization like the Insti- 


tute might properly and effectively occupy a position mid-

Mr. MacAlister now lives on a farm it 
Illinois, that boasted, until recently, an old chicken 
house in an alarming state of disrepair. Today it is the 
charming home you see below. It is also Mr. MacAlis 
ter’s brain child and handicraft—an exercise in remod 
eling ingenuity that he calls his “capsule house.” It is 


not very large, but it is amazingly, complexly complete 


As an exercise, it presented the designer with two chal 
lenges: how fo create a maximum living orbit from a 
minimum of space, and, to not only design that orbit, 
but to build as much of it himself as was humanly pos 
sible. It was to be a home suitable for a young couple: 
it was also to be a house that, properly advised, they 
could acquire largely through their own manual efforts 
Mr. MacAlister felt that if he could do it, so could any 


one. (This may be a moot point, but it is a commend 


able one, ) His experience with ships and Pullman ca 
had made him thoroughly conversant with the tricks of 
“tight” planning, and he saw no reason why those 
tricks should not be exploited in this house. They were

More than a shelter for cars, the garage is the utility room, a workshop 
when necessary, and a storage area. Two walls combine both plain 
and perforated hardboard to facilitate the hanging of implements and 
tools, Utilities, spotlighted from above, are aligned along one wall 
(above): gas-fired forced warm air furnace, incinerator, temperature 
control system, hot water heater and freezer. Garden tools (even a lawn 
mower) are hung on the wall seen below, well out of the way. All 


large carpentry projects such as the sixteen-foot overhead garage door 
(too big for the smaller workshop next door) were made by Mr. Mac 
Alister.

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Were going back 
to church

hristmas is not the Joyous Season without cause. It transforms men 
into children and children into saints; hope is revived, sentiment is in- 
dulged, life seems a Gift of the Magi. All Christmases are endowed with 
this power to transport, but that of 1954 has another, and a new, signifi- 
cance. It marks a milestone in the American pattern of living and a time to 
stop and wonder, for it is the symbol of one of the gentler phenomena of 
our times the realization that the United States, the land of nuclear weap- 
ons, television and 200-horsepower automobiles, is witnessing the most wide- 


spread religious rebirth in its history. 


Unlike most European countries, we are not (nor have we ever been) 
particularly sophisticated about religion. We have taken it seriously—if 
sometimes under duress—or we have taken it not at all. That was yester- 
day, however, and today our approach to churchgoing is a very different 
thing from that of our grandfathers. It has lost its aura of hell-fire and 
brimstone and gained a strength that is a combination of understanding and 
need, Ninety-nine percent of all Americans today profess a belief in God 
(this is the disclosure of a recent survey—another symptom of change: 
religion is now surveyed with candor and people answer candidly) and one 
out of every three goes to church once a week. Why? What has caused this 
tremendous renaissance of faith? 

There seems to be only one answer: the growth of the spiritual and prac- 
tical attractions of the church as a part of our way of life. One would not 
think that, spiritually, religion has any more to offer today than it had two 
thousand years ago, and, basically, it has not. It is we who have changed. 
We demand more of religion, and we know something more of it than the 
stories of the Three Wise Men and the miraculous parting of the Red Sea. 
We are learning also, and this is most important of all, that a life without 


religion (except possibly to an atheist) is a |Continued on the next page]

life not quite fulfilled. From that need has sprung 
demand, and with its fulfillment, the gratitude which 
is being expressed in the growing church attendance 
throughout the entire country. 

Who are the leaders in this back-to-church move- 
ment? Surveys find them to be young people, some 
where between eighteen and thirty-four years old, 
well educated, most of them suburban dwellers with 
growing families. They are the generation that has 
grown up in the years of depression and war, a gen- 
eration raised in a spirit of disillusionment that, too 
often, has deepened into bitterness. It is understand- 
able that they should be seeking, desperately, peace 
of mind. We are living in a time of world crisis and, 
as during all crises, it is the human instinct to turn 
to the church for comfort. But there have been other 
crises, in times past, when the church was a refuge, 
but only sporadically, with no permanent gain for 
either religion or the layman. The church in those 
years did not concern itself as directly as it does 


today with the problems engendered by a crisis, and

Religious leaders tell us that during the past 
twenty-five years there has been a distinct shift 
from the creed-and-theology focus of religion to the 
social. Today all faiths are trying to meet the grow 
ing interest in young people in the social interpre 
tation of religion—the religious attitude on domi 
nant problems. Dogma is still preached, but so is 
practical psychology, and religious precepts are be- 
ing translated into a code for living. This, then, 
when it is sought, is what religion now offers—a 
spiritual foundation that buoys, rather than mysti- 
fies, and of all the factors that have accelerated 
churchgoing, it is the most fundamental and perhaps 
the most impelling of all. 

A number of factors might stimulate a temporary 
interest in religion but none of them could be re- 
sponsible for permanently boosting the actual mem 
bership totals by one decimal point. The suburbanite 
who goes to church to establish social contacts might 


be expected to drop out after those contacts had been

cemented, but he does not. Children—so often re- 
sponsible for their parents becoming church mem- 
bers—might sustain attendance for a period of time, 
but eventually the parents, if they wanted to, could 
find some good reason for staying home on Sunday 
mornings, but they do not. If Americans were con- 
tent with passive religion, broadcast services would 

‘uce, rather than swell, church attendance. Ob- 
viously, they do not. Something in the physical ac- 
tion of going to church, in the act of participating 
in a rite, is necessary for the fulfillment of the need 
that has brought the churchgoer there in the first 
place. Once there, he is comforted, and he returns. 
There could be no greater proof that religion has 
welded an important bond. 

It is interesting that it is the suburban church that 
is bursting at the seams, rather than the city church. 
(Fashionable city churches are an exception: they 
are always full—sometimes to the point where ad- 
mission is possible only through the possession of a 
pew-holder’s card. This is churchgoing no less de- 
vout, but in a far different pattern.) The average 
young couple today lives in a suburb. Their lives 
are communal, not urbane, and their emotional needs 
are quite different from those of the city dweller, For 
them, the church must provide more than a sermon 
on Sundays; it must, in a practical way, become 
part of their education, part of their social life, and 
it is to the credit of the churches in these commu- 
nities that they more than satisfy these demands. As 
an example, the Catholic Church has established the 
Cana Conference, a movement dedicated, as one 
clergyman put it, to “making married life hap- 
pier.” The conferences operate under church spon- 


sorship, but they are begun only on the initiative of 


the couples who are to take part. Discussions may 
deal with child and adult psychology, with some of 
the physical aspects of marriage, with the emotional 
and material problems of married life. But always, 
in an effort to introduce Christian values into the 
relationship of everyday marriage, the focus is re- 
ligious. Other denominations have organized similar 
programs for young married couples—reading clubs 
and discussion societies. These, clergymen have dis- 
covered, are most successful when the young mar- 
ried group is organized separately from the unmar- 
ried young people. Outside the church, the two 
groups are apt to have little in common. 

Not only has the church had to amplify its fune- 
tions to meet the demands of today’s vigorous con- 
gregations, it has had to expand its physical plant 
as well. Fifteen thousand new churches were built 
last year alone, and they still are not enough. The 
clergyman himself has had to grow in stature. His 
educational equipment, to satisfy the needs of his 
flock, must be rather more comprehensive than that 
of his dogma-trained predecessor. The demand for 
a “social gospel” requires a minister with some 
knowledge of the social sciences and the humanities, 
in theory as well as practice. Even the doctrines of 
Sigmund Freud, although never fully accepted by 
any major faith, have left their stamp on today’s 
religion. It is the rare young clergyman indeed who 
cannot speak with some authority on psychology. 

The make-up of today’s congregations has put 
another strain on the church. A generation ago, it 
was assumed that the mother of a babe in arms 
would not attend church services. Not today: Mother 
goes to church and baby goes with her, to be left in

Materials include plywood panels for table top, 
piano hinge to join them (buy it at hardware store), 
six pipe legs cut to 28 inches for standard table 
height and threaded on one end, flanges costing 
about 20¢ apiece, strip of wood for locking lever 





Attach piano hinge to inside edges of plywood table- 
top panels. First drive screw at one end of one side 
of hinge, next one af center, another at other end 
inte edge of one panel. Then repeat in joining edge 
of the other panel. Drive intermediate screws last 





Leg flonges at center overlap hinge seam slightly 
with screw holes about %-inch from hinge edge. 
To line up, draw circles around flanges of corners, 
draw straight lines from one corner flange to the 
other, and set center leg flanges between lines 


Sew top from full plywood panel so grain of table- 
top panels runs lengthwise. Always sow plywood 
“good” side up using a crosscut saw. Each panel is 
15” x 30°, %-inch plywood.

THE HOLIDAY GOOSE 


The magnificent goose plays a major role in the festivities 
of most European countries. It is especially fattened for the 
occasion and not a single drop of the goose fat is ever wasted. 
The fat is used by continental gourmets for seasoning vege- 
tables, bean and lentil dishes and as a base for pdtés. Today's 
modern rotisseries make the collecting of goose fat a com- 
paratively easy task, and they do a superb job of roasting fat 
meat, such as goose and duck. The constant turning of the 
spit encourages the fat to drip off, and very little juice is 
released from the birds, so the fat is not difficult to clarify. 
Use two drip pans, alternating them during the roasting 
period. The pans may be slipped into the refrigerator and 
the fat will harden quickly, facilitating its removal from the 
juice. Save every drop of juice for gravy; if it looks skimpy, 
baste the goose with Madeira wine during the last half of 
the cooking period. About one cup of wine is all it takes to 
provide a tasty base for the sauce. A small goose (about six 
pounds) must be used on the rotisserie. Skewer it directly 
under the heating unit and balance it on the spit for even 
rotating. Manufacturer's directions tell exactly how to do 
this. If the bird weighs more than six pounds, unstuffed, roast 
it in the oven or in an electric roaster. 

Preparing a goose for roasting: Clean, singe, wash the goose 
and wipe dry. Cut off the neck, remove the giblets and ex- 
traneous fat. Add 1 teaspoon salt, 44 teaspoon pepper and a 
little nutmeg to 44 cup Madeira and rub the goose inside and 


out with that mixture. Then stuff the goose (recipes for chest- 


nut and fruit stuffings follow). truss and skewer and prick all 
over with a fork to permit drainage of the fat. Set the tempera- 
ture at 325°F. and allow 25 minutes to the pound, baste 
frequently with Madeira wine. 

Waking the gravy: If you have basted the goose sufficiently 
and saved every drop of juice, you'll have a nice base for 
gravy. One cup of sour cream added to the juice and heated 
to the boiling point makes a delicious sauce. If you prefer 
the giblet-type of gravy, make it by covering the giblets and 
neck (without liver) with cold water, add a small onion, 
some celery leaves and 42 teaspoon of salt and cook slowly 
for one hour. Add goose liver and cook slowly for 30 minutes. 
Then strain the broth, chop giblets, add juice from roasted

parish house for just that pur- 
pose. In some of the larger 
churches, professional nurses su- 
pervise this Sunday baby-sitting; 
in the smaller ones, the mothers 
rotate the job among themselves. 
Since babies are notoriously bad 
churchgoers, architects are ex- 
perimenting with other methods 
to solve the problem of the voci- 
ferous Sunday baby. One solution 
is a glassed-in, soundproof gal- 
lery, where parents may sit with 
their infants, unheard, and hear 
the service through speakers. 

This is the new religious family 
who is bringing new headaches, 
new demands to already over- 
worked clergymen and over- 
crowded churches; but at the 
same time they are a source of 
hope and joy to their pastors. One 
prominent churchman has said: 

“The essence of religion today 
consists of ethics, which are the 
organic laws of our social life, 
just as the laws of chemistry and 
physics are the foundation for 
our scientific development. If you 
are going to build a bridge, you 
must observe the laws of physics; 
you have to, or it won't bé a firm 
bridge. In the same way, you 
can't build a life of any value 
without obeying the laws of eth- 
ics. This is something we are 
coming to learn. Once we really 
understand it and believe it, this 
will be a different world.” 

A simpler testament of this be- 
lief was expressed recently by a 
communicant of an Episcopalian 
church on Long Island. With her 
husband and family, she had 
lived all her life in Tennessee. 
After their new home was estab- 
lished, they hesitated about join- 
ing a new church. She said: 

“We're low church back home, 
and this is high service. It all 
seemed kind of strange, so I 
didn’t go, but . . . after a while, 
I realized I wasn’t very happy, 
and then suddenly I knew what 
was lacking. It was the religious 
part of my life. 

“So I started going back to 
church again. I'd gone just three 
Sundays when two of our young- 
sters came down with polio. That 
was probably the worst time of 
my life, and religion helped me 
get through it. Since then, we've 
been pretty faithful in church at- 
tendance, but, as long as I live, 
I'll be glad that it wasn’t polio 
that chased me back to church. 
I'll always be grateful for those 
three Sundays.”

It can be made a day 
ahead of time and the quality 
holds up.
